It has drawn a vast army from Europe, as 
tno Senator says, -who enter into competition 
with the labor they f.nd employed wacn they 
reach America aad who enter Into like compe- 
tition among themselves. Yet laboring men 
arc blandly told that they aro to bind them- 
selves, hand and foot, forever and forever, to a 
system that gives tiiom nil tho frco trade and 
competition, and to others, and thc privileged 
lew, tho monopoly ar.d tho proQt. Ho (Koaaa) 
was mistaken In tho ictelllEO'ico ot American 
labor—natural born and naturalized—it it al- 
lowed that condition longer to exist. 


The cry of the demagogue that tho Prcsldcnl
